acteristics. The double hung windows 
are combined to fill 
the 
openings, 
adding considerably to the lighting 
and ventilation of the interior. 
The 
window trim has been painted white 
to contrast with the siding of the 
house. The painting of window trim 
in contrasting colors always brings 
out the architectural lines and em­ 
phasizes the features of the design. 
The siding has been covered by 
shingles, tinted a warm color to aid 
in bringing out the cozy, comfortable 
atm osphere which the design engend­ 
ers. The shingles were placed directly 
over the old clap-boarding. 
Both at the front and side the old 
bay was torn out when the new sash 
and trim were installed. The 
ornate 
decorations plainly indicated the age 
of the house and stam ped it as being 
in need of modernization. 
Stepping Stones a Unique Touch 
The use of stepping stones from the 
public walk to the new entrance adds 
a touch of the picturesque to the dwel­ 
ling. 
Stepping stones carry out the 
com fortable intim ate feeling and are 
always artistic and inform al. The new 
entrance with its arched head and 
plain door, with peephole is attractive. 
B atten blinds are placed at each side 
of the windows a t the front to add to 
the appearance of the trim . 
Around 
to the side a casem ent window with 
out swinging ventilator has been add­ 
ed to the gable. 
This casem ent not 
only adds an architectural touch to 
the side, but also aids in ventilating 
the attic.

C. D. M cKay last T h u rsd ay and pic­ 
nicked at her new su m m er home h ear 
Gull Lake, the following Interesting 
letter was read. while all were gath­ 
ered about the genial w arm th of the 
beautiful big fireplace;

Albuquerque, N. M

Dear D. A. R. Members; 
I am glad Mrs. H eald asked mc to 
write a letter rather th a n a paper for 
with ail the confusion of these la. t 
day* it would be a poor paper. One 
can perhaps excuse a poor letter but 
not a poor paper. 
Right now we have 23 girls from the 
Allison-James School at Santa Fe wit'! 
us. 
Every year a declam atory co n ­ 
test is held between the two sc h o o ls , 
one year at Santa Fe an d the next 
year here. 
This year w as our turn to 
be hosta. 
This year has gone all too quickly; 
there are only a few days left. 
I be­ 
lieve I can honestly say it has been 
the happiest year I ever spent. The 
w ork has been m ost fascinating. 
I hope as I write I can rememb* r 
how things im pn sscd^me last fall, for 
by this tim e many things whlph seem­ 
ed strange to me then seem quite com­ 
monplace now. 
Then 
lf seemed 
u< 
though t were in a foreign land. 
My grade being the lowest, I got 
m any boys fresh from th e plazas, a ’l 
u n d e r s ta n d s * Spanish f a r better than 
English and knowing hot tamales and 
chill con carfti better th a n |ce cream 
a n d ,cake. 
, . 
(Speaking of chili dishes—I’ve gone 
to two Spanish suppers and 
well, I 
m ay get to enjoy them in time, but 
now I’d ra th e r pay for th e supper and 
let some one else eat it.) 
The boys all speak Spanish better 
than English. 
Of course, we attem pt 
to teach English and expect the boys 
to speak nothing else in ou r presence 
The bo yr are given Spanish m arks w 
they talk Spanish in school or in the 
presence of a teacher during school 
hours. 
Five Spanish m ark s means 
one hour of labor ab o u t the farm. 
However, even with such a punish­ 
ment. one hears enough to make him 
think he’s in a foreign land. 
Some of our boys com e from places 
several hundred miles away. 
In most 
instances It is a real effort for them 
to dome. 
* * .................... 
I have visited a few plazas (villages) 
so I know a little ab o u t the home 
conditions of the boys. 
Most of the houses arc low ooe-storv 
affairs. 
W hen a son m arries his house 
Is built right on to th e end of his 
fath er’s house ami so it grows un'ii 
sometim es they stretch about a block 
in length. 
Last fall the houses w ere most a t ­ 
tractive with gay strings of red chili 
covering the outer walls. 
When the 
chili is first gathered it is a brilliant 
red which deepens to m aroon as r 
dries. 
As the chili becomes dried. Jt 
is tak en in to be ground into chili 
powder. 
If I had a house built afte r the style 
of Spanish architect urc, I would surely 
get some strings of ch ili- to hang be­ 
side my door. 
I f s tru ly part of '.he 
picture. 
Many Spanish 
hooscs 
have 
their 
hake ovens (ornos). 
T hey are made 
of adobe, dome shaped about three 
or four feet high, with a tiny hole in 
tho roof to let the sm oke escape and 
a larger one in the side where 
h • 
bread Is put in. 
A lire is built in *he oven and left 
in until the oven is < onsidered bo 
enough. 
This is d eterm ined by hold­ 
ing a bit of cotton inside. If it brown., 
the oven is hot enough. 
Then the fire 
is scraped out, the bread is put in, and 
the holes in the roof an d side kre cov­ 
ered. 
My boys say bread is much bet­ 
ter baked in these ov< ns. 
The Spanish-Am ericans have m any 
strange customs. 
I w ar interested in 
some of the things they did at'Tdii Ut 
m a s time. 
C hristm as Eve we drove 
through the Spanish section of Albu­ 
querque lo see the lights on the roofs. 
They partly fill a paper hag with sand 
and in sett a candle in the sand. Whom 
rows of these queer lanterns adorn 
the roofs and give off a weird glow 
far 
more 
suggestive 
of 
Hallowe’en 
than Christm as to mc. 
The purpose 
of the candles is to light the Virgin on 
her way. 
It is very pretty, but some­ 
how I couldn’t connect it with Chtist- 
mac. 
E aster has its peculiar celebrations. 
I do not know w hether you are aw nr 
that there are still 
‘ Penitent*s” in 
New Mexico or not. 
T he " P e n ite n ts 
are 
a 
religious 
sect. 
They clai'ri 
allegiance to the Catholic church, but 
the church does not sanction their 
practices. 
Thcv are most active at Easter time 
when they may even enact a Crut i- 
flxion which in some instances ha*; 
r 
suited in the death of the victim on 
I he cross. 
They arc know n most for 
their self-torture. A P entiente Brother 
will hare his back to th e waist and 
whip himself with a lash made of 
snapweed until the blood stream s down 
his back and splashes over his white 
cotton trousers which are all he wears 
A group of us went out on Good Fri 
day this year to see som e of them 
We went about a 150 miles before we 
found any. 
I did not see any whip­ 
ping, but I did not follow' them to the 
cross. 
A w'eird procession cam e out of the 
m orada ■ their meeting house) ch an t­ 
ing a mournful hymn 
They proceed­ 
ed mournfully to C alvary which wa* 
a b o u t a half mile ti one the m o rals 
(Sometim es it is as m uch as two mile* 
away.) 
J *vae afraid to follow them for they 


had guards stationed with guns. T^ey 
J o not like to be w atched. 
. - 
My boys from old Mexico tell me 
th a t the governm ent there does not 
allow the practices of the Penitentes. 
By the way, I have had four boy# 
from Mexico. 
One is an honer s tu ­ 
dent. It has been very interesting to 
w ork with them . 
They are exceed­ 
ingly polite (even more so th an the 
Spanlsh-Americans.) 
It just seems to 
be second n atu re to them. 
The picturesqueness of this country 
wa* what thrilled m e last fall and In­ 
deed it does yet, though I am sure I 
do not stare quite as much as I did. 
One never goes down town without 
seeing a gaily dressed Indian. 
Some­ 
tim es it la a squaw with a bright red 
plaid shawl over h er head or it is a 
brave with his long hair knotted up 
an d tied with a red rag. 
He m ay have 
on a concha belt, w orth probably $20. 
every concha set with a turquoise, 
holding up a pair of dirty old over­ 
alls. 
Around his neck may be a whole 
strin g of turquoises 
W e went out to Isleta, an Indian 
pueblo near here, on F ebruary 22 lo 
roe the Evergreen dance. 
The Indians 
were 
carrying 
branches 
of 
greens 
They wore a sk irt of the feathery 
branches over their trousers. 
Their 
faces were painted and their bodies 
were bare to th eir waists. 
Around 
their ankles w ere 
rattles 
m ade of 
tu rtle shells an d little bells. 
Every 
brave carried a gourd rattle which he 
shook, keeping tim e to the song and 
dance. 
They seemed tireless in their 
ch an tin g and dancing and kept to­ 
geth er perfectly. 
These dances are rem nants of their 
heathenism . 
It 
seems 
strange 
to 
th in k that in the midst of Christian 
civilization 
should 
be 
this 
pagan 
dem onstration. 
Onef of 
the 
most 
peculiar things about it all is that 
m ost im portant C hristian holidays arc 
observed by them by some dance or 
other. 
'Most of th eir dances are a 
supplication to the gods for rain or 
w hatever is needed. 
I have met tw o very interesting mis­ 
sionaries who are winking with the 
Indians. 
Dr. Mitchell 
of Canada, 
Arizona, 
was here before school opened in a t­ 
tendance at our m issionary conference 
a s 
special 
conference 
speaker. 
He 
has worked am ong the Navajos and 
a t present is devoting his tim e to 
translating the Bible into the Navajo 
language, 
Dr. and Mrs. W hitner and family 
ire here in Albuquerque studying the 
Indian of the southwest. 
Dr. W h i ­ 
ner was form erly a missionary in 
J a p a n and he firmly believes that th" 
Indian.- and Jap an e se belong to th'' 
■tame race. 
He has found m any lan­ 
guage similarities and other things to 
substantiate his belief. He teaches that 
th ere are only th ree races of men, 
the white, the black and the yellow'. 
I think I am saying too much about 
the Indians and not enough about the 
Spam .ih-Amei leans. 
You will think I 
w ork with the Indians. 
Menaul was originally a school fo r 
Indian boys but is now strictly for 
Spanish-Americans. 
The U. S. govern­ 
ment, has a large industrial school her" 
for the Indian boys and girls. 
l f you were to pass here on the train 
you would see th e sign "Menaul School 
Presbyterian” which faces the Santa 
Fe tracks. 
T here are about 300 acres all tri­ 
jet her in the Menaul farm . The flekls 
produce alfalfa, chili, onions, melons, 
m d vegetables. 
An orchard of about 
600 
trees 
supplies 
peaches, 
plums 
apples, 
and 
chende*, 
not 
only 
to 
h u ngry ones on the campus, but to 
outsiders as well, so that on a good 
fru it year the troasury Is augm ented 
by the sale of fruit. 
There are 12 m ain buildings on the 
cam pus: the adm inistration building, 
th rt dormitories for the boys (one »f 
these is their dining room and kitchen 
is well), Teachers Hall where some of 
the faculty have rooms and where the 
lining 
room 
and 
kitchen 
for 
tho 
faculty are. T hen there arc tho gym ­ 
nasium, the M anual Arts building, th - 
laundry, barn (we have our own herd 
of cows), and three cottages. 
One 
cottage is called the hospital, but it 
is not used as much. 
AH of the w ork about the place is 
done by the boys, under supervision. 
T here is hardly anything from baking 
a pie to plowing or irrigating th a t the 
boys do not do. 
I have been Im­ 
p ress'd with the ease with which they 
tu rn waiters and serve the occasional 
guests 
we 
have 
had. 
They 
have 
dignity and poise and apparently ar • 
never flustered. 
The boys have the same activity .i 
th a t any group of boys would hav<>. 
Also they are m uch like any group in 
th a t some are quite angelic while some 
are very opposite but most o f them 
are simply all boy! 
Last fall I noticed the boys’ speech 
m ore than I do now. 
Most of them 
do not speak the plainest English. For 
instanee. they say "e" for ”i,” so that 
‘his’’ becomes ”hees,” etc. 
One Uttlj 
boy told me th a t one ( annot “sw eem ” 
in the Rio Grande. 
A nother took his 
teachers pen to the office to be Ailed 
and said, 
“He w ants an eenk.” 
H* 
an d she are exchanged often, so that 
one might hear som ething like “Mees 
H ughey wants bees book ” 
These last days are so busy th a ' I 
fear you will find this a very u n sa t­ 
isfactory sketchy letter, as I w rite a 
bit, then I am off to .something els.?. 
I hope I have given you a gUmpsv 
of life here. 
P erhaps I can tell you 
m ore some day. 
B etter yet, maybe 
som e of you will pass this way an I 
call on us. 
I know you arc having a good tim- 
today at your picnic.

Also they are much like any group in 
th at some are quite angelic while some 
are very opposite hut most of them 
are simply all boy! 
Last fall I noticed the boys’ speech 
more than I do now. 
Most of them 
do not speak the plainest English. F’or 
instance, they say “e” for “i,” so that 
“his” becomes “hees,” etc.

boy told me th at one cannot “sw eem ” 
in the Rio Grande. 
A nother took his 
teachers pen to the office to be filled 
and said, “He w ants an eenk.” 
He 
and she are exchanged often, so that 
one might hear som ething like “Mees 
H ughey w ants hees book.” 
These last, days are so busy th at I 
fear you will find this a very u n sat­ 
isfactory sketchy letter, as I write a 
bit, then I am off to som ething else. 
I hope I have given you a glimpse 
of life here.
